BIG REVENUE BILL 


} PASSED IN WEEK 


Prospect of Making Next 
Biennial Period Keep Pace 
With Disbursements Still 
Far From Realization. 


COMPENSATION ACT 


FINALLY IS PASSED | 


Legislature Passes Four Mili- 
tary Bills; Other Measures 
Which Have Gone 
Through. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 
Although the past week has seen 
more working legislation by the Gen- 


eral Assembly than any that have, 


preceded it only one substantial rev- 
enue bill was passed. and the pros- 
pect of making the income for the 
next biennial period keep pace with 
the disbursements is as far from re- 
alization as ever. 

The income tax bill was the only 
large special revenue measure passed. 
lt provides a tax of 1% per cent, with 
exemptions of $1000 for single men 
without dependents, and $2000 
married men, with $200 additional 
for each child. 

The two most dramatic features of 
the session occurred during the week, 
when a workmen's compensation act 
was passed after a bitter fight be- 
tween labor leaders, and the House 
‘passed the blind pension bill over the 
veto’ of Gov. Gardner by an over- 
whelming majority. The House also 
made an effort which was almost 
successful, to pass the bill requiring 
the publication of all of the. Su- 
preme Court reports over the veto 
of the Governor. The bill received 
more than a constitutional majority, 
but was several votes short of a two- 
thirds majority, which is necessary 
to override the executive disapproval. 

Four Military Bills. 

Four military bills were passed bv 
both houses providing for a monu- 
ment to be erected in France to the 
memory of Missouri soldiers who 
gave their lives on the battlefield, 
keeping a complete military record of 
every Missourian who was in the 


military service, and an appropria-'| 


tion for the erection of a monument 
in each county to the men who went 
from that county. 

The soldiers and sailors settlement 
act pas passed which will permit co- 
operation with the Federal Govern- 
ypent in the plan to provide returned 
doldiers and sailors with farms, on 
Which they may make an initial pay- 
ment of 2 per cent, and pay the re- 
mainder in installments covering 1 
period of 40 years.

Nor can the German army safely 
be reduced until the Eastern peril 
passes, according to Noske, who 
said: ‘I assume that peace will be 
concluded on the basis of President 
Wilson's league of nations.” 

But, he added: ‘Can the league 

Guarantee to us that Rusian hordes 
4vill not swamp us if we reduce or 
disband our army? We do not want 
Germany to be the battle ground of 
Bolshevism. We must maintain the 
army to protect the Hastern frontier, 
until Rusia is taken into 
the league of nations and disarms. 
" “T have let President Wilson know 
exactly how many troops we have 
on the eastern front. I would not 
want it to get into the newspapers 
with how few 
holding Bolshevism at bay.” 

Noske's position is that instead of 
reducing, Germany needs a larger 
army, if anything, to cope with the 
internal and extemal situation. He 
brands the idea of Independent So-

‘Committee That Indorsed Feder- 
al Service Recommends Clos- 
ing of Other Office. 


The special committee appointed 
by the Chamber of Commerce to in- 
‘vestigate the Government Employ- 
ment Service for Soldiers, Sailors and 
Marines in St. Louis, upon whose 
report the Chamber of Commerce 
wave its unqualified indorsement of 
the service, also recommended that 
other offices engaged in the same 
work be abolished. 

The only other office of this kind 
in St. Louis is that operated by the 
EImplovers’ Association, at 405 Olive 
street. A. J. Davis, president of the 
Emplovers’ Association, is also vice 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

The Chamber of Commerce Com- 
mittee, composed of Richgrd S&S 
Hawes, chairman Aaron 8S. Ra®uh and 
F. W. A. Vesper, following a careful 
study of the whole situation, re- 
ported that the record of the Sol- 
diers’ Employment Bureau for place- 
ment of soldiers, sailors and marines 
was “surprisingly good,” citing the 
fact that jobs for 5218 men had been 
procured since Dec. 16, last, when 
‘the bureau at 902 Olive street was 
opened by the Government. 

Office Is Removed. 

Acting on recommendations of the 
committee, the Chamber of Com- 
merce got back of the work, and 
vesterday removed the bureau to 905 
|Locust street, where § representa- 
tives of all soldier welfare organiza- 
ltions, including the Red Cross, are 
‘now co-operating with the Govern- 
ment service.
